reiterated: "So you are intemperate/ 
Whiskey, then, is the cause, no doubt, of 
all your troubles, and I cannot" (majes- 
tically) "exhort you ton earnestly to " 

the siiectatiiis cnuM not contain them- 
selves any hiiiijer and burnt out into 
laughter so loud ami long that it even 
tickled the limiianiuin of the presiding 
J. I'. The old limb of tlu' law instantly 
imagined that the prisoner had made 
some irrelevant remark at his own ex- 
jionfle, ami tiiniin-,' round furiously at 
him he thnmlei'eil I'^U'th: "So, sir, you 
insult me, sir I Vou ridicule the magis- 
tracy of the law, sir!

THE COniSTOCU RUNES. 

Tlic Vast Amount of Tiiniior 
Willi Which Tliey Are Fill- 
ed— fSiiioiildoi-i a;; rir»'s. 

(Iteno tiazi'tte. I 

W. H. Patton, the well known uii 
ning buperiiiteiidfint, lias been gi^'inK 
8oni(! interestinj,' faot.i about some of 
the iniiips of the C'omstock lode. He 
Hays a foot of timber was put into tliu 
boiittii/a for every ilullar tiikeii out. 
They paid 8120,000,000, ami into the 
liole left was packed 120,000,000 feet 
of timber worth two cents ft foot. Tlio 
timbers were laid in rather loo.Hely tiud 
occupieil about two-thirds of all the 
.space, the oue-tliirtl bcino divided up 
into tlioiiaand.s of enick.s and openings 
iu the corduroy, aa it is calleil. Tiie top 
earth keeps caving iu ami compresses 
all this work into one solid lua.s.H, atid 
tinally tbe'cave readies the outer ci-ust 
and the surface settles. By thi.s process 
Lwelvn-inch timbers ava criiahed lo 
■seven, or ueui'ly half tlieir .size, hi these 
dark and distant caverns the wuoil di:- 
cuvs and forms gasses whicli are fie- 
([uently heard explodiiii,'. The wood is 
set on tiro, and year after year itsmoul- 
ders and smokes ih a slow but terribb; 
way. Tlieie are many places in ilie 
mines where the smoke; works its way 
out ami can be plainly- smelleil in the 
air. The largest hotly <if t(>n-itory that 
lias lieen worked out tiiid clo.sed up is 
iu the old bonanza mines ami exifMuls 
from the 1,200 to' tho f,950 levels, mid 
is 1,300 feet long. It was worketl out 
from 10 to -JOO feet vrideaiid liljed with 
timbers. There are tiiitny jilaces in it 
now on lire, and it will Hiiiotilder for 
centuries unless it goes a draft of air 
some where; when it would iireak out 
into a terrible blaze. The gnu i;enerated 
iti this way is of tlui ilffidiiest cbarne 
ter. It is ei nfiiied by nir-tight biilklieaiis 
sixty feet tliiek, of solitl titiihei.s. Where 
tho air has a dowuoast this is more 
necessary than the U])cast shafts, which 
carry the Kas out into the air instead 
of down where the men are at work. 

There are three septiratt? ciirreiit.s in 
the syntem of ventilation in tlie mines 
of the Po! auza CompHny. t)iie is ilowii 
the (_'. ami ( '. shaft to the bottnni of 
the 2,900 level and tiji the Bonner 
shaft. It carries 1,G00 feet of ttii' a 
minute. The third is down the I'nioii 
and up the old Sierra Nevada shaft. It 
reaches 2,900 feet and carries 12,000 
feet a minute. This air goes down fresh 
and dry. At the bottuiii it gets hoatetl 
uj) to 100 degrees or over, which in 
creases its capacity for absorbing moist- 
ure. It conies out steaming from the 
mouth of the shaft, and thus carries 
out of the mines 1(1,000 gallons of wa- 
ter a day, ef]nal lo it Htreaiii of one mi 
ners' inch of water. 

Mr. Piitlon thinks tlio heat i.s eaused 
by chemical action. Tliere i.s .suiiie Itiiio 
iu t,lie rode, and it would create heat 
when dissolved in water. Many think 
that foldsfmr makes heat when it de- 
composes to form kaolin. The inineaare 
no hotter at 3, IQfl feet than at 1,500, 
exee|)t when a vein of hot water is tap- 
ped. That makes it si-eiii hottiir than it 
really is by heating up) the uir and at 
the same time increasing its moisture. 
Moist air at 10° is harder to endure 
than dry air at 120° 

Mr. Patton keeps recor<( of the wat 
er raised, nntl he says it does iiol in- 
crease with depth. Tliey liavf^ struck 
no new water at all, but drtiiii all tlie 
levels above. No sujiply of water 
from the surface reacli*s them. They 
feel neither wet seasons nor dry at 
such depths. Mr. Patton says tliere is 
no reason to be iliscourHgetl nt the pro 
s]ject for the Coinstock. The leiloe is us 
perfectly defined uud of as favorabU^ 
fortnalion for ore as it ever was. There 
are many streaks of good oio through it 
and any day a bonanza might be struck, 
lie says he can handle rock an cheaply 
at the 3,100 with the machines now 
there as he could on the 1,500 with 
wiifit they had then. If there is ii bady 
of .'?20 ore 20 to 50 feet thick and lie 
can find it he will he able to lioisL and 
mill it for .920 a ton, which will make 
Virginia shine again. 

— Of 
all palaces, ancient or modern, tin* 
"golden house of Nern" was probably 
the mqst magnilicout and costly. It ex- 
tended oyer the intervening valley be 
tween the Palatine and the P'squiliue 
hills, but not a vestige of it now re- 
mains. The story of its amazing inagni- 
ttnln and wijakli would fixceeij all be- 
lief were it not ho wi-ll authenticated 
Viy ancient historians. T'lie diirBreiit 
wings of this imperial palace, were con- 
nectetl by three colonnaded porticcs, 
each a mile in length Inclosed by tiio 
vast lines of buildings were garden.'^, 
groves, lakes and bills. The veHtibiile 
of the [lalace wiis largo enough lo ad- 
mit a colossal Httttiii; of Nero 120 feet 
high. The apartments occupied by the 
Ein|)eror were gorgeous beyond descrp- 
tion. The waiis were of marble and 
ivory, tlio ceiling of mother of-pe.irl 
and the lloor«i of alabaster, (lold was 
used ill HUeli profusion on all parts of 
the house, inside and out, and even on 
thereof, as to give it the iiaiiie of the 
golden house. Here, amid unpanilleled 
extravagance, lived and reigned the in- 
famouf, tyrannical, inhuman Emperor, 
Nero, sleeping on bedsteads of silver 
and eating from tables of go\A.—J{ome 
Con: Troy Times.

Marriages are arranged in Mexico 
much the same as they are iu Europe 

and the United iStates. The gentleman 
-sometimes manages to get introduced 
into the family, and is acknowlodgod 
as tho "novio" of the young lady by 
the father and mother even before there 
is any formal engagement: but it is 
rather ditSoult to visit with assiduity a 
iMcfican houiie until after the engage- 
ment, and even then tho visits are paid 
in the presence of tHie entire family. It 
is generally a person of influence who 
acts as an ambassador iu asking the 
band of the young lady. Engagements 
are of long duration in Mexico, and 
very often come to nothing. First, the 
civil marriage takes place, which is 
followed by a breitkfast, dinner or hall 
at the house of the "uovia," and a few 
days afterwartl the religious ceremony 
is performed to which a great number 
of pftrsons are invited, and at which 
the ladies attend dressed entirely in 
black with ft liftiidsouie silk, satin, or 
velvet toilet, and a black lace iiiaiitilla. 
To dress in black at a wedding in an- 
other country would be considered a 
had omen, but here it is eonsidored 
quitethe thing. I'horeareno bridesmaids 
here; only one 'mailriiui," who mav be 
married or single, but who is gonerallv 
iiiarriod, and a "pailrico." T"he number 
of witnesses rfiquirt'il is throe, aiiil the 
bride IS given away, as iii the L'nited 
IHtates. In Me.\ico the regular white 
weilding dress with orange lluwer.s is 
always worn, and the bridegroom has 
to provide it, as also a number of other 
handsome dresses, jewels, etc. Imme- 
diately after the ceremony the iit^wly- 
luarried couple go to a photograph gal- 
lery and littve their [ihotograplis talveii 
in their bridle attirn. iMarriagcs taki- 
place here very oarly in the morning, 
'uiul always in church, as it is not per- 
mitted to perforin the nuptial ceremony 
in the house. A breakfast is given by 
th(! family of the bride, ami afterward 
the bride and bridegroom- leave for 
some estate, or for their own house, 
which is prepared some time before. 
The outfit is sometimes provided on- 
tirelvby the bridegroom, but generally 
the family give the underclothes aiul 
some of the siiiqile dresses.

TETE CITY UOU^WILLOliSAXD THE 
GAMJiLEBS.- 

We do not believe the city councillors 
are corrupt — that there in ii iiionibur of 
the board who would aell his vuto or ac- 
cept a bribe to do or not to do liis duty. 
The Colonid has not so iiasertiid, and if 
anything has been published in tliia paper 
that is aueceptible of that .strained con- 
struction it is now unreservedly witli- 
drawti. What we strove to point out waa 
tliat the sis councillors wlio .served the 
city barristers with u notice not to a[ipear 
' tor-the prosecution in the KamblinL; cases, 
Vfew luoments before the court opened, 
had hopelessly damaged the prosecution 
and caused ut least one of the cases to fall 
to the ground. That position we still 
maintain without, of course, charging that 
the aij^ couacillord were actuated by cm-- 
rupt motives. The absurdity of tlie con- 
tention of Coun. Robertson that because 
the city barrister has never appeared in 
cases of felony therefore lie ought not to 
have boon instructed in the gambling 
cases, will be seen when it is stated that 
felons lire not licensed. Publicans are. 
The mayor presides over the court that 
grants liquor licenses and the ixilice ma- 
giatfr4itel(a paid appointee of the city) aits 
as one of the justices. From time inune- 
luorial pornoiis to whom licenses are is- 
sued have been admonished not to purniit 
gambling on thoir promises. The city de 
rives a largo revenue lj'"ni the licenses 
issued to public houses, k ilraws nothing 
from fuloiiB. It is the duty of the mayor 
and councillors to regulate establishments 
wRich they license and it is as clearly the 
duty of the city b:trrister to apiiear to 
prosecute fur a disregard of the mandate 
of the licensing court as it is for him to 
appear. in cases where there has been an 
infraction of a city bylaw. In refusing 
to permit the burrister to apiiear the 
councillors acted unfairly towards the 
prosecutors, who could have no object 
save a gnnd one to .serve in liiyinL; the 
complaint. The le.-istthe couniillnrs could 
have done waa to have nntilicd the lu'ose- 
cutors in time fur thiMii ti. pnicuri' other 
counsel. ISoth Coun. NN'iigle.swurlh and 
Coun.

The Colonies and India of .\pril lltli 
devotes its editorial page to a discussion 
of the ruvolulion in comineri;o vvhich will 
be effected by the (ipeiiiug of tho canal 
through the l.ithmiis of I'anain.i, .\s 
space will not permit us tn give tlii.i in- 
teresting article la full, ue will endeavur 
to lay the substance of it before our read- 
ers. The universal adoption of steam 
navigation has revolutionized tlie entire 
system of trade, aiul there is nn iinto.u - 
not even those possessed, like I'ulivia, of 
but a short strip of sea coast, nr like 
Paraguay ana .rswitzerland, absolutely cut 
off from all contact with the sea — that has 
not feUthe effect of the increased facilities 
which steam has afforded for the distri- 
bution of the world's wealth, and in the 
movonieiits of its populatmn. Hut w Ir.le 
ate.am navigation, In itself, has had an im- 
partial and almost eipial eti'ect in all direc- 
tions, the priticip.il developments of steam 
navigation have favored certain nations at 
the expense of others. The Bucis canul, 
which could never have been p(]ssible 
without steam, is an illustration. 'Hie 
immediate result of ilie o[auiiiig of this 
route to the east has btti^i in diseourage 
trade via tho Ca[ie of llood Hope, India, 
Australia and China luu e enji-yeil tlie 
advantage of the lessened distance be- 
tween themselves and India, but other 
countries have not been benefitted. In 
the same way the anticipated opening of 
the Paiiiuna canal w ill benefit some coun- 
tries while others will sutler. Among the 
important results which the opening of 
this water-way will effect the most evi- 
dent is that it will reduce the voyage from 
England to any part of (he wo.^teni oast 
of America, north or south, by ili.' length 
of the distance around the wlmle .rf .South 
America from sLk to eight tliDUsand 
miles, and the countries on the I'acihc 
coaafr-*^ will reap inunediate advantages 
from thus being brought into a more im- 
mediate comiuunication with England. 
And some countries on tho Atlantic coast 
may sufl'er in proportion. This route will 
also attract much of the Now Zealand and 
Australian trade, which now passes via the 
Suez Canal or tho Cape. From the point 
of view of the mere tourist there is no 
doubt that the Panama route will be more 
popular than that through the Suez Canal. 
"Tho greatest revolutimi, however," says 
the Colonies, "will bo that eH'i.'Ctcd by the 
saving of from 8,000 to 10,000 miles be- 
tween British Columbia, .San Francisco, 
und London or Liveipool." Tho article 
then goes on to say that the opening of 
tho canal will bo the breaking down of a 
great barrier which has hindered the pros- 
perity of this city. The completion of the 
completion of the Canadian i'acilic Rail- 
way and the great advantages which will 
result from direct communicatinn with 
Europe will no doubt give an immense 
stiiiiulua to the e.^port trade of iiritish 
Columhiii. V\'ith her great coal fields, 
fishery industries and other resources the 
Pacific province has a very bright future 
before her'on thocoraplotion of tho Panama 
canal. As all tho traffic that goes through 
the canal will bo in steamers, it is safe to 
■ay that the coal [iroducticm of N'ancnuver 
island will be immediately (piadrupled so 
that tho actual value of that particular 
product will roach 81,000,000.

vico-rigal speeches." Nor did he hesitate 
to indicate where, in his opihton, lie the 

dangers which the Canadian confederation 
has to fear.

Nor can the sec- 
ond cause — fear of foreign invasion — ever 
much inlluence alone. On 
the third influence, then, iden- 
tity of interest, can wo depend for the 
stability of this union, and the ijuestitm 
is, will that influence be powerful uuoughf 
Lord Lansdowne did nut hesitate to inti- 
mate that unless tho government treats 
with greater fairni^s.s and consideration 
tlie distant provinces of the confederat ion 
there is a possibility of u general breaking 
up soniewhore iu tho future. The Free 
Press, of course, has in mind tho grievan- 
ces of Manitoba, some of which are of her 
own creation and others spring from the 
over-speculation of a year or two ago.

the .State of l"'lnrula just keeled over tn 
port and went down aiern tirst. As far aa 
ho could calculate the disaster occurred 
in latitude 4il degrees north, Imigitude 
31)!, weat, nr about 120 inilea oil' the Iriah 
coast. .\a the vessel went down all on 
deck, including the captain, were washed 
oil' by the sea. 

Allen, one of (he crew, states that the 
captain was exceedingly cool, ton cool In 
fact, as he did imt seem In Innk upon ibe 
danger as aeriuus nr pre.isiiig, and this, 
together with the f.acl that he appeared in 
no hurry to save himself, was possibly the 
cause why moro passengers were not. saved. 
Thoy would nut take to ihe boats aa they 
supposed when they saw him au cool the 
danger waa not so groat and the sea was 
so calm. Of the eight boats carried four 
were launched. Two were amashed by 
tho ccillismu. Of the other I wn he knew 
nothing, but believed they were washed 
away when tho steamer wentdnwn. He did 
not believe any nne had escaped in them. 
VVhot No. '2 hi al waa lining lowered the 
tackle waa cut l.in nuickly and the occu- 
pants, all passoifoers, were upset intn the 
sea. A number, iiicliuliiig lloimott nf 
Lmulmi, Out., clung tn the boat's bottnm 
during tho night and was picked up in the 
morning by i.ther boats. On Sunday, 
after drifting .3."j hours, we were picked up 
by the Theresa and the following Tuesday 
the party were transferred lo tho Titania. 
Allen declined to give his o[iiiiimi nf the 
accident, lumbers nf the rescued parly 
nn board the Tilania presented a pitiable 
appearance. So sudden was the calamity 
that many were in thoir biiiika at the time 
and had to hurry mi deck and intn bnats 
ill their night clothes. The bark went 
down instantly. P.iaaengers rushed mi 
deck and aucone nf indescriliable confus- 
ion ensued. Women went into hysterics 
and men refused to move. Women es- 
pecially objected to leave the doomed 
vessel. Some who could have boon easily 
saved absolutely refused to bndoe an 
inch, Th'iMe who clung to the bnttmu uf 
the capaized boat all night sull'ered terri- 
bly. (Jno of their number, a man named 
Donaldson, waa underneath the capsized 
boat until they were picked up by one of 
tho other boats in the morning. When 
she capsi/.ed he kejil hold and went over 
with her, but managed In .secure a [inai- 
tiuii abuvu the bars, where he remained 
talking tn himself and innaiiing until he 
awooned. Uia cmu[)aninns niitsidi; were 
unable tn assist hiin. In the mnriiing 
when they were picked up the bottom 
had tn be broken through to got him out, 
when he preaeiited a terrible appearance 
from his long e.^iiiisure In the waves and 
hick of freah air. Afterwards he got all 
right again. During tho ISo hours they 
were atloat they had not a drop of water 
to drink and wore beginning to suffer all 
the hnrrnrs of thirst when rescued.
